The author of a new volume on Italy tells us

in England before neckcloths disappeared were

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cases was highly proper; bnt a shaven chin was
inoif ptD'sble, and any obstinate or unlucky In-

dividual who allowed bis beaid to grow over
the Inch or two below bis mouth wai pretty
sure to receive a visit lrom tbe police, an order
to repair to the barber, and a little bill for
being shaved by superior orders, bnt at his own
finesse. But with the decadence of the llonse
ot Bourbon a fashion was Introduced of just tbe
oppueue mode of trimming the beard
and ' Its appendages. Tbe old basts and
gortfaitt of the Counts and Dukes of

maiked by a heavy moustache and
thick, pointed beard, something like that worn
by Charles I, of England. When King Victor
Kmanuel visited Edith id he was distinguished
by tbe girantic moustache that hnng over his
nnifoim like a pair or fox's tails, the beard

the Lair was natural, the moustache was arti-
ficial. The Klng'd moustaches were singed Intte campaign of 1869, and either from

As toon as the police ceased to have power over
beards this style became prevalent in Naples.
Its adoption was the expression of devotion to
tbe Italian cause; the perlectly nntrlmmed beard
rather denoted the extreme or Republican party.

In the person of elderly men, was remarkably
amusing. The most devoted Bourbonists, known
by their clean faces and neat whiskers, reap-- r

eared as the JiaUanisattni of the Italians, with
clean cheeks and Savoyard imperials. Any
other expression of change if opinion could be
even more rapidly adopted.
